Struck gasoline tank 
bursts into flames 


Cause of explosion 
probed by officials 

A jet fuel storage tank that survived a glancing blow 
without exploding in the crash of a jet airplane Dec. 15 at 
Wick and Middlebelt roads burst into flames Saturday 
evening. 

The Romulus Fire Department, with the aid of firefighters 
from neighboring communities, quickly brought the blaze 
under control and allowed the fire to burn itself out. 

The 700,000-gallon-capacity tank caught fire about 5:30 
pm., following an explosion of still unknown origin. One of 
five such structures at the site, the tank is owned by Union 76 
of California.

Wayne County sheriff’s deputies said no injuries were 
reported in the blaze. Traffic on 1-94 slowed to a crawl during 
the fire due to gaw king motorists and police rerouted cars on 
Wick and Middlebelt. 

Romulus firemen were assisted by equipment from 
Wayne, Taylor, Dearborn Heights, Dearborn and 
Metropolitan Airport.

April was 
set as the time for that event 
allowing ample time for public 
notification and preparation 
for the auction.

Berry re-elected 
board chairman 

Michael Berry has been re- 
elected chairman of the Board 
of Wayne County Road 
Commissioners for a two-year 
term. 

Berry, an attorney, has been 
chairman for the past two 
years. 

Vice-Chairman Philip J. 
Neudeck declined the 
chairmanship and chose, 
instead, to remain a com- 
missioner for the remainder of 
his current term. 

Ordinarily, the post of 
chairman and vice-chairman 
rotate among the three 
commissioners every two 
years. 

However, Neudeck’s 
decision to decline the role of 
chairman broke the ordinary 
chain and Berry will retain his 
role while Commissioner 
Freddie G. Burton will 
become vice-chairman. 

Neudeck said he looked 
forward to continued service 
on the Board. 

Neudeck, a practicing at- 
torney in Detroit for close to 
half a century, was elected to 
the road commission in 1962 
by the then Wayne County 
Board of Supervisors. 


Neudeck pointed to a 
number of public projects 
initiated under Berry’s term 
as chairman. He moved that 
the chairman “continue in 
office for an additional term 
as these projects emerge from 
the planning to production 
stage.”

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Federal tax help offered by phone 



Taxpayers in the Western 
Wayne County area can obtain 
assistance with their 1972 
federal income tax returns 
Monday through Friday each 
week at the IRS office here

that the IRS may be able to 
compute the tax for in- 
dividuals if they make less 
than $20,000, take* the standard 
deduction, and fill in certain 
portions of the return The 
information required is ex- 
plained in the Form 1040 and 
1040 A instruction booklets. 

Howarth reminded tax- 
payers who plan to pay 
someone to prepare their 
return that the law requires 
the person to sign the form as 
preparer. The new forms also 
include a line for the 
preparer’s Social Security or 
identification number. 

Taxpayers who pay to have 
their returns prepared should 
be careful to select a qualified 
preparer, Howarth said.

Leadership program underway 


A program to develop adult 
leadership among residents of 
low-income areas by the 
Huron Valley Girl Scout 
Council has received a $5,000 
matching funds grant from 
national Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A., it was announced 
today by Mrs. James A. 
Kennedy, Council President. 

Under the program, three 
part-time field aides will 
begin in January to develop 
summer recreational 
programs for school age 
youngsters tailored to the 
needs of low-income neigh- 
borhoods. Possible sites for 
the program are Perry School 
and New Bethel neigh- 
borhoods in Ypsilanti and 
Norwayne community in 
Wayne County. 

Through working with 
residents of these areas, the 
Girl Scout Council hopes to 
locate adults interested in 
working with young people on 
a sustained volunteer basis, 
and perhaps become troop 
leaders for their areas in the 
fall. 

“We would like to see troops 
led by local people." Mrs. 
Kennedy stated. “Not only 
would it make for stronger 
troops, we feel, but it would 


also allow young people to see 
adults they know performing 
leadership roles." 

The local program is one of 
over 20 such projects being 
funded by the Julie 
Eisenhower Fund and the 
Colgate - Palmolive Fund. The 
Julie Eisenhower Fund was 
created when Mrs. 
Eisenhower donated the 
profits from the sale of her 
crewel needlework designs. 
The matching funds will come 
from local private donations. 

This leadership program is 
designed to coordinate with 
the current effort of the Huron 
Valley Girl Scout Council to 
establish Girl Scout troops in 
disadvantaged areas. 
Approximately 100 girls from 
these areas are organized into 
seven troops in a program 
begun this fall including one 
Brownie troop in Ann Arbor, 
and one Brownie, three Junior 
and two Cadette troops in 
Ypsilanti. Fifteen Eastern 
Michigan University students, 
social welfare majors, are 
serving as troop leaders as 
part of their field placement 
requirements for graduation.
